I Despatches That Thrill the Empire 
The moat famous despatch of mod¬ 
ern times was the one from Lord 
Roberts, announcing the relief of 
Mafeklng, which sent a thrill through¬ 
out the whole Empire. j 
It concludes:! "The flying column 
under the command of Colonel D. 
Mahon, which relieved Mafeklng, 
marched at the rate of fifteen miles a 
day for fourteen consecutive days, and 
successively accomplished Us object, 
despite the determined opposition of 
the enemy. "^Simple and direct, like 
the man wlid/l-rote it 
Ilavelockttfespatch concerning the 
relief of Lucxnow is one of the na¬ 
tion's treasures. "The cheers of the 
troops echoed through the courts of 
the palace/' he writes, "responsive to 
the bugle sound, and on they rushed 
to assured victory. The enemy could 
nowhere withstand them. In a few 
minutes the whole of the buildings 
wero in our possession." 

Of Wellington’s despatches, the 
most interesting, and one of the long¬ 
est, being that which concerns the 
Battle of Waterloo. He first de¬ 
scribes tlio action in some detail and 
the Immensity of the result, and con¬ 
cludes: “Such a desperate action 
could not be fought and such ad¬ 
vantages gained without great loss, 
and I am sorry to add that ours hare 
been Jrnmtnse. The army has never 
upon any occasion conducted itself 
better. The Division of Guards Bet 
an examp.e which was followed by 
all, and there Is no officer or descrip¬ 
tion of troops that did not behavo 
well. I should not do justice to my 
own feellnrs, or to Marshal Blucher 
and the Prussian army if I did not 
attribute the successful result of this 


A German Officer’s Record 
The notebook belonging to an of¬ 
ficer of the 178t& Saxon Infantry has 
been found, containing notes which af¬ 
ford proof of German atrocities In Bel¬ 
gium slpce the beginning of the war. 
At Mont-le-Ban he visited the chateau 
belonging te a secretary of the king 
of the Belgians, and says; "Our men 
behaved like vandals. They looted 
cellars and rooms, broke all furniture 
and china, and carried off a heap of 
useless articles Just for the pleasure 
of looting." Later, at Vouvlnes, the of¬ 
ficer writes: "Onr men behaved like 
vandals. The spectacle of the corpses 
of all the killed Inhabitants battles de¬ 
scription. Not one house remains 
standing. We rescued survivors, and 
shot • them in parties—men, women, 
and children. At Villers-sur-Fragne 
the people warned the French that the 
Germans were coming, and the latter 
set fire to the village and shot the 
priest and many residents. The com¬ 
pany ctmipcd at Guidessus.

Protectlon of Bird* 

Mr! John E. Edwards, the progres¬ 
sive county superintendent of Alleg¬ 
any County, Md., ./ho Is urging all his 
teacl era to add the study and protec- - 
tlon of birds to their school activities 
In order to arouse Increase! Interest 
"in all school work, has formulated tha 
following plan of operation for Farm 
Journal Liberty Bell Bird club work 
in the schools under his supervision: 

1. Each school Bhould build two or 
three bird homes in the vicinity of 
the school house. 

2. Each ehild should bring dally a 
small amount of grain to the teachor 
to be used for feeding the birds dur¬ 
ing the winter. Feeding should begin 
at ence, before cold weather drives 
the birds away. 

3. A clear qpaee near the school- 
house shodld be solected for the feed¬ 
ing ground, and birds should be fed 
there daily. (Bread crumbs and grain). 

4. In tLe winter a piece of suet 
should be nailed to a branch of a near¬ 
by tree. Birds love suet in cold 
weather. 

G. A pan, or o her vessel, of water 
should be kept near the feeding 
ground. - 

"Many of our song and what wc call 
summer birds go south in the winter,” 
says Superintendent Edwards, "not be¬ 
cause our climate Is too cold, but be¬ 
cause the birds can find no food in the 
north.

The Earl of Beaconsfield on B.'ltaln in 
Peace and War 

The late Earl of Beaconsfield, in re¬ 
plying to the toast ot “Her Majesty's 
Ministers," during the'unsettled state 
of Europe at the time, near the close 
of his speech used these words, which 
are now recalled as being particularly 
applicable to the present war:

Tk'ere are no eitles and no provinces 
that we desire to appropriate. We hare

But if 
the struggle comes It should be recol¬ 
lected that there is no country so pre. 
pared for/war as Britain; there is no 
country Whose resources are so groat 
in a righteous cause. Britaiu is not 
a country that will have to Inquire 
whether she can . en *r in a second 
or a third campaign. She will com¬ 
mence the fight that will not. end un¬ 
til right Is done.”

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STRATEGIC MOVE MADE IV 
FRENCH COlllHANDK-IIMMEF 

GENERAL JOFFRE OUT-WITT^D GEN. VON KLUCK 

By Far-Sighted Flan ot Campaign the Germans were led into the 
Trap of the Marne—Allies’Retreat at a Critical 
Juncture Turned the Tables 


Whether or not the war offices ot 
Britain and France have definite 
knowledge of the matter themselves, 
the world as large, at any rate, has 
never been supplied with- a definite 
reason for the sudedn swerving of the 
German armies southeastward from 
the very gates of Paris. There had 
been no Berlous repulses experienced 
by themtprior to that sudden change 
of plan, but just when the world was 
expecting the bombardment of the 
French capital to begin, they turned 
pr.rtly around and marched right past 
their objective. 

The latest reports of General. Sir 
John French, covering the latter end 
•f the retreat ot the allies to the 
Marne, and the fighting from then on, 
do not state a reason for the enemy’s 
change of plans, being seemingly pur¬ 
posely vague on the stage of the cam¬ 
paign. But these reports, however, do 
provide some hints which are of as¬ 
sistance In speculating as to the 
cause of the sudden swerve of the 
Germans. 

In the first place, we heard much in 
those discouraging days of retreat 
about the desperate attempt of the 
e emy to turn the extreme left of the 
allies, the BriMsh under General 
French being on the defensive Bide of 
this attempted turning movement. 
Before we knew' whether this move¬ 
ment was to be successful, word came 
of the unexplained swerve of Von 
Kluck. Statements by Geheral French 
throw some light here, however. 
While the English were retiring before 
Von Kluck they referred to by 
the comamnder as forming the ex¬ 
treme left of the allied line, then, 
without the change being explained, 
we find General French saying In his 
report that on August 29 "three or four 
more German corps were opposing the 
sixth French army on my left.” 

That Is, prior to August 29 the 
British were on the extreme left, but 
on that date the 'sixth French army” 
had taken the extreme northwest posi¬ 
tion. This would seem to clear upv 
the sltnation with respect to the 
turning movement attempted by Von 
Kluck, and at the same time provide 
a reason for the swerve to the south¬ 
east. Apparently General Joffre sav¬ 
ed the left by sending up a new 
French army, and when Von Kluck 
found this new obstacle in Ills path 
he had either to abandon his turning 
movement or continue It at great 
risk well to the northwest. Rather 
than do this, and also because the 
German armies advancing on Paris 
farther south were meeting with dif¬ 
ficulties, Von Kluck decided to go to 
the ast and try to effect a Junction 
with the Crown Prince. 

With the German right checked by 
the presence of this sixth army, the 
allies had to decide whether or not 
it was time to rest their retreat and 
institute a definite counter-offensive. 
It was- the determination of General 
Joffre, assented to by General French, 
to fall back still further which led 
the Germans Into tre trap of the 
Marne. 

studying the report of. General 
French on this “Stage of the opera¬ 
tions, the New York Evening Post 
evolves a very logical speculation as 
to the southeas erly % move of the 
enemy. Quoting the paragraph of the 
report: “This was the situation when

Indians Starving in North 

Reports From James and Hudson 
Bay Show Trappers Sorely Need 
Help and Food 

VV. E. C. Tood f the Carhegie mus¬ 
eum, PlttBburg, arrived in Ottawa re¬ 
cently after spending over six months 
on the western shores of James and 
Hudson bays. He was conducting an 
expedition for natural history speci¬ 
mens for the Carnegie museum. 

Mr. Todd stated that the Indian 
trappers In the region which he vis¬ 
ited are suffering to a great extent 
through the war. First news of the 
fight reached him on Aug. 29, and at 
that time the Hudson Bay Co. had 
stepped the advances to the Indians. It 
is customary for the company to stake 
the Indians in the fall In the form of 
a ■’debt” of provisions, which is fixed 
according to the hunting abilities of 
tiie debtor. When the season opens 
the following year the Indians and 
Eskimos redeem the debt with furs. 
As t’ ese advances have been cut off 
the natives are in a serious predica¬ 
ment. 

Mr. Todd said Mr. Wilson, the Hud¬ 
son’s Bay Company's manager for 
James Bay showed him a store house 
of furs, which at ordinary times 
would be worth $100,000, but which at 
current market prices are valued at 
$17,000. At White River the Indians 
were already in a distressing condi¬ 
tion and when Mr. Todd arrived in a 
tailing boat the natives came out in 
janoes to meet him and by divers 
a. aus, mainly by pointing to their 
mouths, made him understand that 
.hey were badly in need of food. A 
vhite whale and some porpoises were 
aught later, which tided them over 
he two weeks until the arrival of the 
Hudson's Bay packet. As -t vas Mr. 
IVdd's (lour was confiscated and dls- 
rlbuted among the trappers. “ ;ere is 
alk on Hudson Bay that the govern- 
nent will, provide for the starving In- 
Mans. Tliey cannot be left to their 
awn resources unlets wholesale star- 
ration takes place, as the country 
•ears' but the minimum of "meat ani¬ 
mals." 


Joffre at my headquarters. • • • I 
strongly represented my position to 
the • French commander In chief. 
* * * I finally arranged with Gen¬ 
eral Joffre to- effect a further short 
retirement towards the line between 
Complegne and Solssons,”'the-Post 
Bays: 

“Evidently It was the British com¬ 
mander's belief that the time had 
come to make a stand and that he 
yielded only to strategical reasons 
propounded by General Joffre. What 
were the;e reasons 1 Apparently 
these; that while the Sixth French 
Army on tire British left might be. 
seqt forward against the German 
line, and so possibly bring an end 
to the retreat, it was more profit¬ 
able to hold this army back until 
the German advance had come so 
tar south that this ' French army, 
Instead of being sent against the 
German front, could be thrown 
against the enemy's flank, General 
Joffre’s reasons must have been con¬ 
vincing because we find that not only 
did General French consent to make 
a >8hoi*t retirement toward the line 
between Compiegne and Soissons,” 
but that In the course of the following 
week he 1 jll back fifty miles further 
south to below the Marne. 

"It thus follows that Gen. Joffre, 
like Gen. French, - recognized that 
the German advance against Paris 
had failed 'by the end of August, 
but that Gen. Joffre foresaw, what 
Gen. French did not, that von Kluck, 
shu^ off fro® Paris, would swerve to 
the east, and so expose his flank to 
the new French army. It was a bold 
move to anticipate on the part of the 
enemy. Why should von Kluck Sheer 
to the southeast, and march with his 
right flank across the enemy’s front? 
Here the probable answer Is that 
von Kluck knew, what Gen. Joffre 
knew, that on -the left of the Ger¬ 
man lino things were not going well; 
that the Crown Prince was being 
forced back, or, at least, held in 
check; and that it was worth while 
taking the risk of a flank attack from 
the French on the chance of breaking 
through the allied centre, or, at the 
very least, relieving the pressure 
r.gainst the German left. Over-confid¬ 
ence may have Induced von Kluck to 
believe that a heavy rear guard would 
be sufficient to keep the Sixth French 
Army back from his flank until his 
main force, joined with von Bulow’s, 
had broken through the French cen¬ 
tre. ^ 

Von Klu.Tc took the chance and 
lost. Gen. Joffre took the chance and 
wan. It mutt have required courage 
of a very high kind on the part of the 
French commander in chief to fall 
back again and again, while keeping 
unemployed an army which might 
have been brought in to check the 
enemy. But wliat Gen. Joffre aimed at 
was not the mere halting of the Ger¬ 
man advapee, but the assumption of 
a vigorous counter-offensive. To have 
sent his new Sixth Army forward 
to meet the enemy would have beeu 
only a continuation of the defen¬ 
sive. TV ke3p It back north of Paris 
ready to throw Itself on a hostile 
army engaged In the perilous experi¬ 
ment ot changing front promised 
greater results; and events justified 
the French commander's courage and 
foresight.—Ottawa Free Press.

Treachery of the Enemy 

Germans Viol te Sanctity of the 
White Flag 

A French office? who is in hospital 
in Paris, gives a graphic account ot 
the fight in which he fell. 

“At nine o’clock I;-> the evening,” he 
says, “I. received the order to ad¬ 
vance, to entrench myself as well as 
I could, and resist to the end. My 
company took up its position in a 
pouring rain, and about half-past two 
in the morning three shots fired by 
our sentries warned us of the ap : 
proach of the enemp. 

"The Germans, who had been tak¬ 
ing cover.in a wood, crept to within 
200 yards of us, when they ofrrned up 
and charged. I commenced volley fir¬ 
ing, and whole ranks of the Germans 
fell, but they continued to advance. 
Our well-directed fire arrested their 
advance when they were thirty yard,; 
from our trenches. 

"During the night a bugle sounded 
■Cease fire!’ but i- was a German 
bugle. 1 was not deceived, and I 
s', yuted with all my power so as tdN>e 
heard by the enemy, ‘Fire Independ¬ 
ently.’ The Germans fled. 

"A few minutes later a German of¬ 
ficer appeared carrying a white flag. 
I advanced from the trench, accom¬ 
panied by four men. 'We are sixty,’ 
said the envoy, 'and we wish to sur¬ 
render.’ I replied ‘Advance in order.’ 

'Tour men wounded in the legs 
staggered forward, and my men, be¬ 
lieving the fight finished, showed 
themselves above the trendies. A 
Maxim hidden- in the wood Immedi¬ 
ately opened fire on us with a hail of 
bullets, while a fresh attack was com¬ 
menced. 

"I gave the ordar to recommence 
volleying, and for the time the Prus¬ 
sians decamped. They left many dead 
and wounded, and the following day 
we found that six men, armed with 
rifles, who had fallen In the front 
ranks of the eflomy, wore the Red 
Cross on their arms.”

Frequently in the French war office 
reports 'of fighting, distances are 
stated in kilometres. The simplest 
way to convert kilometres into miles 
is to dlvlue ’ y two^. divide the result 
by tfour, and add the two results. 
Thus, 600 kilometres divided by two 
equals 62.6, and 62.6 added to '260 
gives 312.6; so that there are that 
number of miles In 600 kilometres. To 
convert miles Into kilometres, multi¬ 
ply by eight and divide the result !y 
five.—Victoria Colonist. \ 


Turpuute lulls Everything 

Eye-Witness Tells Of Frightful Execu- 
tlon Wrouget In Preliminary 
Tests 

Whether the French are really us¬ 
ing turpanlte, the newest war terror 
reported to be In possession -of Eng¬ 
land’s ally, Is a matter of the great¬ 
est speculation in England. This new 
explosive, which has aroused the 
greatest discussion through the world. 
Is said to be so deadly In its effect 
that all life Is exterminated within a 
radius of 400 yards of one of the ex¬ 
ploding shells. Regiments of Ger¬ 
mans are reported to have been found 
dead in their trenches, their rifles 
still in their hands, not a mark on 
their bodies, but with the long line of 
corpses standing as though in life. 

The Dally Express declares that a 
man known to th - editor for years and 
who is generally well informed, has 
written as following concerning tur- 
penlte: 

"The new explosive was invented 
two years ago by M. Turpin, the ‘par¬ 
ent’ Inventor of melinite and lyddite, 
the most terrific and most widely 
death dealing high powered explosive 
known. Se lethal In Its effect is the 
new shell on explosion, that should Its 
use become widespread, whole armies, 
indeed entire nations would be com¬ 
pletely exterminated In the course of 
a few weeks. For this reason Its use 
Is probably prohibited by articles of 
war, by the International Hague con¬ 
vention, though M. Turpin boldly 
claims this Is not the case.” 

After telling of M. Turpin’s dislike 
of the French war office methods and 
his grievance after''the government’s 
acceptance of melinite and lyddite, 
the Informant of the Express tells 
how Turpin set to work upon a new 
explosive, which he endeavored to per¬ 
fect so that as compared to It melinine 
and lyddite would be perfectly useless. 
He wor^ec for years, had a gun made, 
the parts belng^constructed at differ¬ 
ent points and"*then assembled and 
directed tljejnaking of the shells. 

“The merest chance enabled me to 
witness one of the early trials of the 
new explosive," the writer continues. 
“On a stretch of sand 600 yards from 
high water, a temporary sheepfold 
had been erected about 400 yards 
square and railed off with wooden 
hurdles, in this space were a dozen 1 
sheep, and couple of aged and worn 
cut horses. 

"One of the horses was contentedly 
munching away at some hay end the 
othor was rubblLj himself against one 
of the hurdles, while the sheep were 
h addled together In one corner. This 
Is what I oa-.v through my glasses 
when from e ridge some 2,600 yards 
away, there came a sharp, loud thud 
and the shrieking sound of a small 
shell, just as though somebody had 
taken a piece of silk and rapidly toni 
it in two. 

“There was an explosion in the 
open spice in the middlo of the impro¬ 
vised sheep pen. The sheep were still 
huddled in a corner, one of the old 
horses was apparently leaning (up 
against-the raBln,;. The one that had 
been munching hay lay on l.ls side. 
When 10 minutes fater I reached the 
pen the sheep looked for all the 
world as tt.-Qwy had been petrified. 
They were mostly standing up one 
against the other. Three or four were 
ying down, but all were dead with 
their mou.h open and lips hanging, t 
was absolutely ghastly. Yet of all (he 
animals oiily th. old horse that had 
been munching hay was hit by a frag¬ 
ment of shell. The other horse was 
half falling, half leaning against the 
fence, his forelegs stretched out for¬ 
ward, his hinds legs doubled up on 
the sand beneath him. Both had been 
killed Instantly. 

"There was a faint odor in the air, 
w.iich I can on y describe as that 
given out by methylated spirit, yet 
mixed with a pungent smell of men¬ 
thol. I.ater the experiments were re¬ 
peated on a much larger scale at 
Cliailons and MaiUeaux. 

"For special reasons, which it would 
J> e unwise for me to divulge at the 
present time, I am convinced these 
shells hav* not Veen used to any great 
extent by the French In the war. Pos¬ 
sibly a few have been tested, but ro 
more. That they would be used in 
such an emergency as an attempt to 
take Pari., by sterm I have no doubt. 
A single C6 pound shell that is cap¬ 
able of killing ev:ry living thing with¬ 
in a space of 400 square yards, will 
not be used unless under very desper. 
ate circumstances, and only with the 
full consent of Fiance’s allies.” 


Germans Talk of Their Losses 

German prisoners appear to unite 
in fearful stories of the mortalities 
their troops have suffered In the 
war. 

A German artillery officer of the 
10th Corps, a prisoner in France, 
says, "Modern warfare is the grav¬ 
est madness of nations. Our com¬ 
panies, which set off in the pride 
of manhood, have fallen from 250 .o 
70. Certain companies of the Prus¬ 
sian Guard are now commanded by 
Einjahrlge, or one-year volunteers, 
all their officers having disappear¬ 
ed.” 

Another German officer captured 
at Rheims says: “For tactical rea¬ 
sons the Guard had to beat a re¬ 
treat, abandoning ten offk jrs, In¬ 
cluding General von Schack, a col¬ 
onel, and eight hundred wounded. 
The 1st Battalion of the 1st Regi¬ 
ment has not a single officer left. 
I did not -take part for long in this 
bloody lighting, as 1 fell wound¬ 
ed. 

"From one o'clock the French ar¬ 
tillery, was raining shrapnel and 
shell on us without our being able 
to locate their guns. 

A lieutenant of the 26th German 
Artillery Regiment says: ’The 10th 
Army Corps has Veen continually 
in the breach, fighting every day 
since the beginning of the campaign. 
Most of the horses are gone. The 
French fire has been terrific. I have 
been w'ithout food or drink, and so 
tired that I could not sit on my horse, 
and I was under fire from the 
French batteries from five in the 
morning till six in the evening. 

"About noon we were simply 
flooded with shrapnel shell, and had 
to seek cover, behind the guns. We 
shared wliat fodll there was with the 
men In the bivouac.” 

An. officer of the Prussian Guard 
says his regiment only has fire of¬ 
ficers out of CO. 

“My regiment,” he states, “la a 
skeleton; two thousand men are hora 

de combat. When will it end?” 


Vaiue or irrigation 

Farmers of Southern Alberta Petition 
Government to Undertake Irri¬ 
gation Scheme 

Furmerp In districts in Southern Al¬ 
berta who are not served by any irri¬ 
gation project will appeal to the Do¬ 
minion govinfinent through the de¬ 
partment otl the Interior, to extend Ir¬ 
rigation to /their lands. The present 
season has' demonstrated in a moat 
conclusive manner the advantages ot 
Irrigation, as irrigated farms hivb 
line crops, whereas, in districts where 
Irrigation was not available, the result 
has been disappointing. Fanners In 
the district ranging from township 
10, range 19 to range 26 In the south, 
and township 13, range 19 to 26 In the 
north, west of the 4th meridian, are 
not oa yet served by any Irrigation 
project .but they have had opportun¬ 
ity to see the success attained by Irri¬ 
gation farmers In the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Irrigation belts. These farm¬ 
ers are deeply In earnest In their ef¬ 
forts to secure Irrigation for their dis¬ 
trict, so much r:o that a petition is 
being circulated asking the Dominion 
government to proceed with the in¬ 
stallation of such a system and the 
fanners express their willingness to 
have bonds raised on their lands to 
cover the cost of tho system, which 
they will undertake to repay with in¬ 
terest In 40 yearn. 

The petition which Is being circu¬ 
lated among the farmers and meeting 
with their hearty support recites in 
part as follows: 

To the Hon. W. J. Roche, 

Minister of the Interior, 

Ottawa, Ontario: 

Sir,—We, the undersigned ratepay¬ 
ers and land owners in the electoral 
districts In the province of Alberta, 
ranging from township 10, range 19, 
to range 26 In the south, and township 
13, rt.nge 19 to 26 in the north, west 
of the 4th meridian, request that the 
Dominion government proceed to con- 
rtruct and place in operation, at the 
earliest possible time, such pu Irriga¬ 
tion system r.s lias been discovered 
from the recert survey to be possible, 
as we believe It Is the only salvation 
of the residents of our district, and Is 
of the most vital Interest fa the pur¬ 
suit of agriculture, fostering the mix¬ 
ed farming ideas, and the future of 
our country depends upon the action 
to be taken at once. j 

To meet the cost of construction we 
will bond our land, and we are willing 
to pay the capital cost of Installing 
this system with Interest at four per 
cent., extending the time of repay¬ 
ment of the cost of construction over 
a period of forty years, the first pay¬ 
ment of such sum of indebtedness, to 
become duo four years after the com¬ 
pletion of tljp canal,, thus affording 
farm rs an opportunity to be In proper 
condition for Irrigating growing crops 
in a profitable manner. 

We further signify our willingness 
to accept the approximate figures of 
.’8.00 per acre as the likely cost of 
the construction of the canal and lat¬ 
erals, and we are prepared to pay this 
t m 2 :r acre. 


Took tho Kaiser’s Farm 

During the Invasion of East Prus¬ 
sia, after the capture of Tilsit, on 
route for Intersburg, the Russians 
occupied “an estate of the German 
Emperor, probably the famous Rom- 
inten, where the monarch used to 
spend a few days shooting elk and 
other big game every autumn. 

The estate comprises a model stud 
farm and an enormous garden, such 
as Russian soldiers had never before 
seen. The exhausted soldiers lay down 
on the carpets and slept soundly. 
The men laughed heartily at the idea 
of sleeping on carpets in their boots, 
remarking, “Thank you, Willipm, 
We slept well, but nevertheless we 
shall fight against you.” 

Describing the occupation of the 
estate a Russian officer wrote: “After 
a series of terrible battles, we are 
reposing on William's magnificent, 
estate. Undreamt-of beauty is all 
round us. The place Is splendidly 
equipped, so. that_we have at our 
disposal everything we could wish 
for, and we axe riding his celebrated 
horses, and enjoying delicious dinners 
prepared by his man cook. 

"E peclally beautiful is the park, 
with its glorious shady avenues. It 
swarms with ra:3 animals, and birds 
are flying free everywhere. By the 
way, our spldlers have caught a 
William parrot In the park. It speaks 
-xcellent German, but our men are 
teaching It their own language, and 
It is learning to address its Imperial 
master with compliments I should 
blush to repeat In company.” The 
horses referred to were removed from 
Romtnten by the Russians before the 
Germans reoccupied that region, and 
the prize cattle were sent to stock 
Russian model farms. \ 


Kilties Rouse Wonder of French 

The Scotch have given a fearful 
account of themcelves and have suf¬ 
fered severely, several reglm- Is hav¬ 
ing been nearly wiped out. In one 
engagement the Boots Greys charged 
with a man of the celebrated Black 
Watch clinging to each stirrup 
leathej. Reaching the German lines, 
the horseman and footman almost an¬ 
nihilated the fores of the enemy at 
this point. The same feat of putting 
two men - n each horse was perform¬ 
ed- ly -the Scots Greys and the Blac.. 
Watch at the battle of Waterloo. 

Tho Scots are a never-ending 
source of wonder to the French peas¬ 
ants. They wear kilts of khaki and 
tare knees. The French at first 
thought their government had brought 
over a fearsome race of Amazons to 
help them. Told these were Scots¬ 
men, they remembered the many 
men of this race who had assisted the 
French kings against the English, cen¬ 
turies ago, when Scotland and Eng¬ 
land were at swords’ points. 

"Vivent les Ecossais!” they cried. 

Many of tha peasants tried to press 
gifts of wine upon tho Boldiers, and 
were disappointed wh'en the Hlgh- 
laiders, mindful of Earl Kitchener’s 
admonition, refused to drink. 


“ Chance* for Canada 

Canadian trade commissioners in 
Great Britain report a large increase 
In the number of applications for Brit¬ 
ish importers for Canadian commodi¬ 
ties to^ replace supplies formerly 
drawn from the continent and now 
cut off by the war. Among the com 
modltles largely In demand are men¬ 
tioned wheat, household and hardware 
sundries, brushes, flannels, tools and 
matchwood, office desks, tissue paper, 
et". 


HORRIBLE TALES OF CRUELTY 
COMMITTED BY THE GERMANS 

FEARFUL STORIES OF PILLAGE AND DESTRUCTION 


Certified Evidence of the Work of Fiendish German Soldiers in 
Murdering Innocents and Wantonly Destroying 
. Valuable Property 

furnished with burned to the ground, not by bursting 


what Is undoubtedly one of the moat 
formidable Indictments yet drawn up 
against the conduct of the German 
troops In the field, says the corre¬ 
spondent of the Glasgow Herald. It 
has been provided by John M. Chret¬ 
ien, an attorney at law ot San Fran¬ 
cisco, who a few days ago, fli company 
with a friend, Mr. Donala Ferguson, 
made a trip into the heart of the 
Vosges to see for themselves to what 
extent the stories of Germau barbari¬ 
ties were true. I*, must be stated at the 
Outset, and emphasised, that Mr. 
Chretien has not accepted any second. 
Land evidence. Times, places and 
names, it will be noted, are giveu 
with scrupulous care, and Mr. Chret¬ 
ien took the extra precaution of ob¬ 
taining wherever possible the'eards of 
the people with whom he spoke. 

The Germans entered St. Die by the 
Rue de la Boile, and though it ) an un¬ 
fortified town (hey destroyed every 
factory, store, and residence in that 
street for .’ alf a mile. They destroyed 
them by pouring’ petroleum oyer the 
floors and setting them on fire. Not a 
single place was destroyed by artillery 
fire but all determinedly, deliberately, 
with no other reason than that of com¬ 
mitting pillage and destruction. On 
August 29, at 76 Rue de la Bolle, two 
old women and throe small children 
were seen by the Germans to take re¬ 
fuge in a cellar. At once the cellar 
door was saturated with oil and set on 
fire by Otto Baucm, of Company 6 of 
the 120th Regiment ot infantry, who 
remained behind to carry out this par¬ 
ticular piece of villainous work. After 
he had set fire to the house, and when 
he was leaving by ttfe'front door, he 
was killed, and 1. i companions return¬ 
ed and buried him in a plot of grounl 
In front ot the house. Isabel Dem- 
houly, aged 66, and Mario Bompard, 
aged 69, together with three chlldrea, 
escaped by forcing » grating in the 
rear of tho cellar. 

Next da:, through the kindness of 
M. Mare Francois, president of the 
Red Cross, and accompanied by Lieu¬ 
tenant Georges Raton, Mr. Chretien 
and Mr. Ferguson visited Saul**. 
There they Inspected the Chateau 
Sauley, only completed four, inonnis 
ago, and converted Into an nospRal 
when war broke out. Five Red Cross 
banners flew from the Chateau on 
September 7, says Mr. Chretien, when 
the Germans opened fire on it. One o? 
he banners was shot away and the 
other four are now to be seen hang¬ 
ing in shreds. A shell bursting in the 
large dining room where 75 woundeu 
French soldiers were lying '-illed them 
all, besides the cure, whose bo’y was 
completely severed in two. At the mo¬ 
ment the cure (Jean Pierre) had been 
ministering to the wounded men. Ot 
the 300 wounded in the chateau it was 
only possible to remove 36 to safety. 
The floors of the dining room and lib¬ 
rary were when I saw them black with 
coagulated blood, and In the garden 
were to be seen more than a hundred 
mattresses saturated, with blocd. The 
wohle interior Is a mass of ruins, but 
still the Red Cross flags in shreds fly 
from the roof. The village itself, which 
was abandoned by Its inhabitants, was

tember 8 the Germans appeared on tha 
outskirts of the village, and consider, 
able fighting took place In the main 
street. The French were compelled 
to retreat. As soon as tha village 
was free ot the French the modern 
Huns began their atrocities. They 
forced the Abbe to unlock the doors 
of the parish church. They took his 
vestmentp, the altar candlesticks and 
other altar decorations, and the chal¬ 
ices, and then deliberately poured pet¬ 
roleum on the altar and cn the sur¬ 
rounding carpet. The match was ap¬ 
plied, and In two hours an 800 years 
old churc|i was a mass of ruins, only 
the four walls remaining standing 
Two days later the Germans burled 
six of their dead in the chancel. While 
one party was thus giving an example 
of its “CTlture” others were not Idle* 
At nine o’clock a party broke into the 
cottage of Madaine Marguerite, a grey- 
lialred widow of 66 years of age. Four 
held her down, and she was treated 
In the most hideous way by the sep. 
geant. She fled to the Abbe's house, 
and told her story, which he after. 
wards repeated to Mr. Chretien and 
Mr. Ferguson In tho Abbe’s presence. 
In the very room where the cowardly 
act had been committed. About a hun¬ 
dred yards from the Abbe’s house la 
the cottage of Leouie Apy, aged 21, 
and her mother, who had been bed- 
t'-’d^n for three years. The daughter, 
who^was reading to her mother, hear, 
ing the firing, noticing the Germans 
approach, and seeing as well the light 
of the burning church, put out the 
lamp and barred the door. Almost im¬ 
mediately after the door was forced 
and a party of termans rualied In, 
They threw the young woman on th* 
floor and violated her in the presence 
of her helpless mother. When the 
young woman recovered her sense* 
sin found her mother was dead. Oa 
the morning of September the Abb* 
Rement, while mlniBterlng to five 
wounded German soldiers whom h* 
carried from the village street to Ilia 
lawn, had his house pillaged ' - om top 
to bottom by soldiers belonging to the 
same comprny as the wounded he was 
caring for. They took 400 bottles of 
wine, the entire conents'of his cellar, 
all his bedding, hlR pictures, and per¬ 
sonal belongings. In tho kitchen they 
found a bottle of a colorless liquid ia 
it. The Ahbo at once warned thorn not 
to touch it, which made two of them 
all the more eager to get it. Both 
drank out of the bottle, and in an hour 
were dead. The bottle contained javal 
water, or a mixture of chloride of limo 
for cleaning purposes. When the Ger- 
mans retreated they took with them 
30 aged men from 65 to 78 years of 
age. They forced them to carry th* 
village spoils. None of them has re¬ 
turned or been seen or heard of sine* 
then. 


Football and Cannon Ball 

It was a dull day in the trenches. 
The sun vas bright. The air was 
fresh anl cool. ..The field was fairly 
level, and the daily paper deliverea 
that morning gave the results of the 
latest League matches at home. Mora 
Important still was the fact that the 
big 6-inch gun on t’..e other ..ldff of the 
hills seven miles away had ceased to 
trouble our men for several Uo.rs. In 
other words, it was a perfect day for 
a game of football! 

"I do not know the name of the re¬ 
feree,” writes a yar correspondent, 
"but I am t,old that the game was go¬ 
ing along merrily and the men were 
getting juot inat amount of recreation 
and exercUe which is necessary when 
you have 'dug yourself In.’ 

’Then the big German gun started 
again miles and fifties away, and first 
one and then another shell dropped 
and exploded harmlessly in the neigh¬ 
borhood cf thd’ football game. When 
you have heard and seen these shells 
for a matter of three weeks you are 
apt to treat them with a certain con¬ 
tempt. 

“.Thus It happened that a slier, foil 
just near enough to one side to put 
half a dozen good men out of action 
and break up as merry a game as the 
trenches ever saw!" 


Ten Meh, ; Wlth Hands Cut Off 
In a letter to his brother In Mont¬ 
real, from France, Corporal Stanley 
Cooke, of the .Loyal North Lancashire 
regiment, says: 

"I harq seen some bad sights in my 
life, but nothing to this. We brought 
ten of our. fellows over to England 
with both hands gut off st the wrist*. 
Not shot off, but cut off.” 


German Food Supply 

Authoritiee Take Measured to Fla 
Pricea and Arrange Diatribution 

The Bundtsrath met at Berlin to 
discuss ways an ’ means of conserv¬ 
ing the food supply for the peopl* 
during the coming year, and decided 
that, with certain expedients, th* 
grain supply would be ample - ntil th* 
1915 crop lad been liar zested. Th* 
mills will be allowed to convert 
larger percentages of grain ir.to flour, 

10 per cent., of rye may be added to 
wheat flour, and 20 per cent, of pota¬ 
to flour added to rye. 

It was also decided to prohibit th* 
feeding of wheat and rye to liv* 
stock, whereas heretofore one-fourth 
of the rye yield was consumed in 
this manner. It was further decided 
to restrict the amount of rye used 
for distilling spirits to 00 per cent, of 
the normal consumption. The hoard¬ 
ing Of grain for speculative purpose^ 
is prohibited, and compulsory selling 
under expropriating proceedings pro¬ 
vided for. A scale of maximum price* 
for grain was adopted. The maximum 
price for ye is 220 marks ($55) a 
ton for Berlin, with a proportional 
difference tor other cities. The pric* 
of wheat remain 40 marks higher 
than rye. 

The German Red Cross has rw 
ce ved a contribution of 160,000 
marks ($37,500) from the German- 
Austrian''Relief Committee of Chi¬ 
cago. A contribution of 200,000 marks 
had already been received from -his 
committee. 

GRAIN FOR THE EMPIRE 

Farmers- Asked to Grow One Aor* 
of Wheat For the Patriotic 
Fund 

Actlug on the suggestion from one 
of the /members of the Saskatchewan 
Grain Growera’ Association, the cen¬ 
tral organization is making a unique 
patriotic appeal to the farmers of this 
province. Tne appeal ia that each 
groin grower will set apart one acre 
of land to sow with wlieaf next spring, 
the proceeds from which will be given— 
to the patriotic fund. The central or- 
ganlzatlon has adopted this plan, as It 
appeals to them as a fair one, in 
whidh all farmers, wliether they had a 
poor cyop this year or not, may take 
part. 

As the association has 850 locals. It 
ia anticipated that the acreage under 
cultivation for patriotic purposes will 
be 50,000 acres, and the crop at an 
average of twelve bushels per acre, 
as this year, would mean 600,000 bush¬ 
els of grain, *r almost an equal 
amount of money.

Dominion Lands Agency (bat not Sub- 
Agency), on certain condition*. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land ia each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine mils* of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 aores, on certain con¬ 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
except when residence is performed in 
thejricinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre empt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence„in each 
of three years affter earning homestead 
patent; also 50 acres extra cultivation. 
Pre-emption patent may be obtained as 
soon as homestead patent, on certain 
conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Duties—Must reside six 
months in each of three years, cultivate 
50 acres and erect a house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject to 
reduction in case Of rough; scrubby or 
stony land. Live stock may be- substi¬ 
tuted for cultivation under certain con¬ 
ditions.

He spoke of 
the entry, on the German side of 
Turkey, who he said, knew that 
if the German power was destrd) - 
ed, she would lose ,her national 
right of arranging her owu des¬ 
tinies. 

In the oonrse of his address he 
said some scanning things about 
the enemies of/Gerinany, and said 
that the maltreatment of Germaos 
in hostile oouutries was sueh as to 
be a disgrace to civilization. 

He said that England bad the 
real blame of the war on her 
shou'ders, aod that she could have 
prevented the war if she had de¬ 
clared in St. Petersburg that a 
continental war should not arise 
out of the Servian-AUBtra n 

S uarrel. The English defenoe of 
ielgiau neutrality he described as 
a pretext, and deolared that ar¬ 
guments from Brussels establish¬ 
ed that Belgium had surrendered 
her neutrality to England. 

The Reichsiig adjourned until 
the first week in Msrob next.

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If Germany Invadea the British Isles 

H. G. Wells, the novelist, contri¬ 
butes the following to the London 
Times: 

"Frankly I do not believe in a Ger¬ 
man raid on England and I think we 
can play the German game In letting 
our minds dwell on it. I am supposed 
io be a person of feverish Imagina¬ 
tion, but even by lashing my Imagina¬ 
tion to its ruddiest, I cannot, In this 
day of wireless telegraphy, see ap¬ 
propriately equipped German forces,' 
not even so trivial a handful as 20,- 
000, getting itself, with guns, motors, 
ammunition and provisions upon 
British soil. 

"I cannot even see the mere land¬ 
ing of infantrymen. 

“Still, as It is likely that these 
alarms may even lead to the reten¬ 
tion of troops in Britain when the 
point of maximum effectiveness is 
manifestly in France, it becomes nec- 
essary„to insist upon the whole of our 
civil population, if only the authori¬ 
ties will permit a small amount of the 
organization and preparation to deal 
quite successfully with any raid that. 
In tiie extremity of German boldness, 
may be intended. 

“In the first place, let the expert 
have no illusions as to what we ordin¬ 
ary people are going to do if we find 
any German soldiers in Britain one 
morning. We are going to fight, ana 
if we cannot fight with rifles we shall 
fight with shotguns, and if we cannot 
fight according t/ the rules of war 
apparently made by Germans for the 
restraint of British military experts, 
we will fight according to our inner 
lights. 

“Many men, a.id not a few women, 
.will turn out to shoot Germans. There 
.will be no preventing them, after the 
Belgian stories. If the experts attempt 
any pedantic interference, we will 
shoot the experts. I know that in this 
matter I speak for so sufficient a 
number of people that It will be quite 
useless, hopelessly dangerous, and 
foolish for any expert of the instruct¬ 
ed minority to remain tame. They will 
get shot and their houses burnt, ac¬ 
cording to the German rules and 
methods, in our account. 

"So they may just as well turn out 
in the flrkt place and get som^ shoot¬ 
ing, as a consolation m advance for 
their inevitable troubles. 

“If the raiders, out off by sea from 
their supports, ill equipped and 
agalnts odds, are so badly advised as 
to try any terror striking reprisals on 
the Belgian pattern, we irregular", 
will, of course, massacre every Ger¬ 
man straggler w.3 can put a gun to. 

"Such a procedure may be ranguln- 
ary, but it is just the common sense 
of the situation. Wo shall hang the 
officers and shoot the men. War is 
war, and reprisals and terror striking 
are games that two can play .»t. This 
is the latent temper of the British 
cour.tryslds, anil the sooner the auth¬ 
orities lake it in hand and regularize 
■it, the better will be the outlook in 
the remote event of that hypothetical 
raid getting home to us. 

“I/evily is a national characteristic, 
but subraisslveness is not. Under suf¬ 
ficient provocation the British are 
capable of a very dangerous bad 
temper, and the expert is dreaming 
who thinks of any Germah'expedl- 
tion moving through an apathetic Es¬ 
sex. for example, resisted only by life j 
oftiical fprees trained and training. 

“This is a people’s war, a war 
against militarism, not a war for the 
greater glory of British diplomatists, 
officials and peoile in uniforms. It '.a 
our war, not their war, and the last 
thing we intend as a result from It is 
pennanen.ly 'increased importance tot 
the military caste."

Wood Used In Maritime Provinces 

Two hundred million feet, hoard 
measure, ot wood per year are re¬ 
quired by the various Industries of the 
Maritime Provinces that use wood as 
their raw materiel—not to speak of 
the many millions of feet of timber 
used In rough building construction 
for pole* and railway cross-piles, fuel 
and thef piany other uses of timber. 

Such 1 b the conclusion of an investi¬ 
gation recently made by the Forestry 
Branch of the Dominion Department 
of the Interior into the wood-using 
Industries of the Maritime Provinces, 
and published as their Bulletin No. 44, 
“Woodusing Industries of the Mari¬ 
time Provinces.” The value of the 
wood used Is nearly $3,700,000; of this 
entire amount only 12.3 per cent.— 
about #,000,000 feet—was Imported. 

Twenty-eight kinds of wood are 
used in the industries, spruce occupy¬ 
ing first place. A list of the uses of 
each particular wood in the industries 
is a feature of the bulletin. , 

The report Is compiled fromSreports 
sent in by over six hundred manufac¬ 
turers of the province, Ajtjasslfled list 
of whom, with their wldresses, is 
given in the work.

STOP PRO-GERMAN PROPAGANDA 

St. icter Censorship Will be Establish¬ 
ed Over Pap rs Entering nd 
in Canada 

The government Is taking steps to 
stop so far as -possible a persistent 
pro-Germand and pro-Austriuu agita¬ 
tion in some ot the foreign settle¬ 
ments, particularly in Western Can¬ 
ada, which might later on lead to 
dangerous outbreaks. A pro-Geriuaa 
propaganda, is being carried on wher¬ 
ever possible In Canuda by German 
agents and sympathizers in the 
United Str.tes.

Tho governmeU Intends to estab¬ 
lish a considerably stricter censor¬ 
ship over the ent.-y and publication of 
this sort ot literature In Canada, and 
if warnlugs sent out to German edit- 
ors In Canada are not observed, 
more drastic action will be promptly 
taken. As one step towards counter¬ 
acting tills pro-German propaganda 
all German papers in Canada will 
probably be required to publis' in full 
the British white paper, setting forth 
the British side of tho case and the 
causes of the war. 


$1,500 SHELLS 

What la Costs Britain to Keep Up 
a Dreadnought 

Every time u big gun is lired, $1,- 
500 goes in smoke aud a splash, and 
there are 872 such guns lu the Brit¬ 
ish home fleet. Torpedoes cost ten 
times as much, but they have the ad¬ 
vantages from the taxpayers’ point 
of view, that they can be picked up 
again after they have been flred la 
practice. 

Many of the bl; ships burn oil fuel 
as an auxiliary to their coal, or at 
least aro tltted for that purpose, but 
there are 127 torpedo craft beside the 
submarines which burn Oil fuel alone. 
In the aggregate their tanks and 
double bottoms can accommodate 10,- 
315 tons of fuel, for which Britain has 
to pay $25 a ton. 

Coal is not so expensive, bnt it does 
not go so far. If the twenty-seven 
Dreadnoughts now lu full commission 
were sent on un eight-hours' full- 
power coal burning run they could 
consume 4,320 tons of fuel, running 
up a bill cf somo $15,000. 

If a single Dreadnought buttle squad¬ 
ron of eight ships were ordered to 
steam at full speed for twenty-four 
hours and to tire each g*n and each 
torpedo tube once, the coSt to the na¬ 
tion would be approximately $1,000,- 
000, allowing nothing for the deprecia¬ 
tion of material.
